free his client, whom he pictured as 
a demented woman, subject to out­ 
bursts of unwarranted and univ anting 
violence. 
As to the prisoner, she sat wearily 
through 
today’s 
session 
of 
court 
while the opposing attorneys fought 
over points of law that may control 
her fate. 
Questions 
of 
adm itting Insanity 
testim ony 
offered by th e defense, 
w ere the cen ter of frequent bicker­ 
ings betw een 
the 
prosecution and 
Mrs. OampbeH’s counsel. 
Far ed by an alleged m urder th re a t 
which was u ttered by th e priso n er 
tw o days before she shot b e r hus­ 
band, Jess V. Campbell, a t Balboa, 
and which the prosecution late yes­ 
terday quoted as *ta parting shot. A t­ 
torney Guy Eddie brought to bear 
every m eans 
a t 
his com m and to 
overcom e w hat effect the th rea t may 
have had upon the jury. 
Alleged T hreat 
T he alleged th re a t wa* th is: 
"111 kill him. 
I have a rich son. 
in-law and a w ealthy ex-lover and 
they will get me out of it. 
T o 
* 
w ith them (the authorities). 
I'm 
going to kill Jess C am pbell’• 
A gainst this dam aging evidence, 
A ttorney Eddie hurled the testim ony 
of his w itnesses—testim ony 
offered 
as heavy artillery in support of his 
defense keynote barrage, which he 
had laid down before th e Jury late 
yesterday. 
T his barrage, coming a t the con­ 
clusion of Eddie’s opening statem ent 
w as: 
“Jess Campbell pulled th e trig g er 
■which killed him self.” 
The words w ere uttered w ith d ra­ 
m atic solemnity. 
B is defense of insanity definitely 
revealed, Eddie left no stone un tu rn ­ 
ed today in his fight, to break down 
th e prosecution's counter testim ony. 
State A ttacks Opinions 
Opinions th at she w as insane, as 
given by the w itnesses, w ere attack ­ 
ed today by th e state’s attorneys, 
who dem anded m inute details of ob­ 
servation as to th e defendant’s words 
and actious, and insisted th a t the 
testlm bny be held down to those 
points alone. 
T he state appeared to 
be questioning the w itnesses' ability 
to judge betw een insanity and un­ 
governable tem per, and succeeded in 
forcing one w itness to adm it, a fter 
be had expressed his opinion th a t 
M te. Campbell w as insane, th at he 
w as “no judge <4 insanity.’* 
In an abbreviated m orning session 
of the court today, three w itnesses 
testified for th e state. 
Jack M c- 
Keon, form er T aft oil operator, who 
is now head of the McKeou oil com- 
p anv at Sternal H ill 
Tying B each: 
A lbert Hooch In, proprietor of a m ar­ 
k e t a t T aft: and Mayor H arry Mor- 
gan, of Taft, related th eir experien­ 
ces with, and observation of Mrs. 
C am pbell’s behavior during her resi­ 
dence In tjiat city. 
T he testim ony of the three w it­ 
nesses was sim ilar. 
T heir opinion 
th a t Mrs. Campbell was insane was 
based upon her sudden changes of 
m ood and apparent unreasonable out­ 
b u rsts of rage, which. McKeon te s­ 
tified, usually followed several days 
of despondency. 
Tells Old Gun Play 
McKeon related an incident w here­ 
in Mrs. Campbell, who was then a 
housekeeper at the headquarters of 
th e oil company, ju st before h er m ar 
rtage to Campbell, had ariser in the 
m iddle of the night, evidently in a 
rage, seized a sawed-off shotgun, and 
declared she was going 
to 
shoot 
someone. 
McKeon said he w rested 
th e weapon from her hands after a 
struggle. 
Couchln told of exhibitions of vio­ 
len t feeling shown by Mrs. Campbell 
In his store, after she had received 
hills from him- 
On one occasion, 
he said, she told him the store ought 
to be blown up. 
U nder cross ex­ 
am ination, Couchins, cornered by Dis­ 
tric t Attorney N elson on his ability 
to distinguish insanity, declared th at 
“he was no judge of insanity.” The 
sta te then moved th at his expres­ 
sion of an insanity opinion be strick ­ 
en from the evidence.

Denies Being Subpoenaed 
The dispatch from Twin Falls a s­ 
serted th at Crosby had been 
sub­ 
poenaed as a w itness. Crosby denied 
that he had been subpoenaed. 
W ith reference to farth e r a sser­ 
tions in the dispatch, th at “m oney 
was sent him for transportation to 
Twin Falls,” and th at “for some un­ 
known reason” he had refused 
to 
come, Crosby declared: 
“I consulted the prosecutor of O r­ 
ange county and inform ed him th a t 
I had em balm ed the deceased five 
or six years ago and th a i since I 
could not now distinguish It 
from 
innum erable sim ilar cases, it woald 
be useless for m e to Journey to Twin 
Frills a t a sacrifice of $2000 to m y 
business.

“As far as I recall there w ere no 
traces of violence on the body or 
any other signs which could 
have 
led to suspicion.” 
It was when th o defense opened Its 
case today by m aking four m otions 
asking to have all evidence p ertain­ 
ing to the d eath s of her three previ­ 
ous husbands and h er brother-in-law 
stricken from th e records th at Judge 
Babcock ruled in the Dooley case. 
The attack of the defense on the 
Idaho S tate Life Insurance company 
was som ew hat w eakened by the tes­ 
timony of G eorge B. Wood, secre­ 
tary of the com pany. 
Wood stated th a t only $450 in all 
had been spent by the company in 
investigating the circum stances su r­ 
rounding M ey ers death and in de­ 
term ining 
w hether 
Mrs. Southard 
had any right to collect the $10,000 
on M eyer’s life. 
T he technical argum ents on th e 
motions of the defense were expect­ 
ed to occupy m ost of the day.

Customs Men Seize Liquor

NEW YORK, OcL 21 — A quarter of a million dollars worth 
of whiskey and drugs were seized after a desperate pitched bat­ 
tle, when the White Star liner Cretic docked here today. 
Three arrests were made by the customs searching squad 
which boarded the vessel. 
A lively running fight with some 
Italians, m which revolver shots were exchanged and chairs and 
boots were used, as weapons, resulted in the complete wrecking 
of the interior of a section of the liner and the discovery of mor­ 
phine, heroin, opium and cocaine and a quantity of whiskey. 
The Cretic arrived here from Italian ports. 
Illicit cargo 
was found stowed away behind false panels and sixty bottles of 
whiskey were buried in the coal holds. 
Ten bottles were said to 
have been found in the captain’s cabin. 
One hundred Bird of Paradise plumes were among the loot 
seized by the customs men.

Dr, Franz Kopsch, Berlin uni­ 
versity, has Inform ed friends in 
th is country th a t while experi­ 
m enting w ith frogs he accidental­ 
ly discovered th a t cancer 
was 
tran sm itted from a larva of the 
earth carried by anglew orm s. 
Dr. H. A. Haubold, New York 
m edical scientist and friend of 
the Berlin professor, Is now di­ 
recting a series of experim ents 
in New York laboratories through 
w hich It 
is 
hoped 
a practical 
m ethod of prevention of cancer 
m ay be obtained. 
“Dr. Kopsch, w hile experim ent­ 
ing w ith frogs In Berlin, ordered 
about fifty 
of 
them 
fed 
with 


house flies, anglew orm s and let­ 
tuce lice. 
Several of the frogs 
died and (he doctor was astound­ 
ed to find they 
show ed 
exact 
sym ptom s of tum or. 
On investi­ 
gation he learned they died of 
cancer. 
It was the true destruc­ 
tive cancerous grow th. 
One fol­ 
lowed the other in all paris of 
the body. 
This proved em phati­ 
cally it w as cancer. 
“H e found 
th at 
the 
angle­ 
w orm s contained an earth larva 
which, when liberated during di­ 
gestion in the frog caused the 
cancer. 
The house flies and let­ 
tuce lice were not responsible. 
“In hum ans th is larva m ight 
be 
transm itted 
through 
fresh 
foods which are derived from the 
earth. 
“ It is possible a chem ical so­ 
lution can be introduced which 
w ould destroy this larva before 
it tak es effect, thus killing the 
cancerous action.”

coop adjoining, he goes out to see 
the owner of the offending stock.

up with the complaining neighbor and

“It m ight not be amiss for me to 
say th a t any num ber of persons are 
building, or rather starting to build, 
without know ledge th at under a state 
law they cannot erect living quart 
ere w ithin four feet of their property 
line if windows are to be on the 
property line sides.

thirty-five beds. The corridors 
are 
often utilized to Increase the capac­ 
ity to forty or more. 
The nurses' 
dormitory will barely accommodate 
a sufficient 
number of 
nurses to 
care for the num ber of patients for 
whom we have accommodations. At 
present five of our working staff are 
housed in 
two sm all 
rooms In the 
back yard, one for the three helpers 
was ju st finished. 
“ That, all told, is the capacity of 
our community hospital. 
‘T h e 
outlook 
for a greatly 
en-! 
larged population is very prom ising' 
in fact, the shadow of their com- 
tag is upon us now. 
"T o build for the present and for 
the future h as become a stern nec­ 
essity. It will not do to walt until I 
fifty or a hundred more patients ap­ 
ply for adm ission to build or 
to 
add room s a s needed—it must be 
done NOW. 
“ It has alw ays been Santa Ana’s 
policy to build for the present and 
to let the future take care of itself. 
“The statement is verified today 
by the fact 
that we 
have 
not a 
church, a school nor a public build-1 
Ing that is capable of providing ade- I 
quate accomni xlations

mands made upon them. 
“Of course while we .were sleep­ 
ing the sleep of contentment 
no j 
one dream t of a 40,000 Santa Ana.

"W e cannot longer claim we are 
sleeping. W e must be awake and 
equal to the occasion. Now is the 
time to build whatever it is for a 
large future. 
"U sually necessity begets power 
and opportunity. The necessity for 
a greater 
community 
hospital 
is 
great, as anyone who cares to In­ 
vestigate, will be convinced. 
“A community hospital of a hun­ 
dred beds, twenty of which should 
be free to the patients, but main 
tained by the citizens who desire to 
do so, planned to be enlarged should 
one hundred beds prove to be not 
sufficient. 
A hospital building or group of 
buildings anyone could point to with 
pride and say our community hoe 
pital.’’

in school buildings. Since climate is

Southern California and many E ast­ 
ern people in poor health return to 
seek a location in this county, it is 
more than fitting that there should 
be included in the institutions 
of 
this community, a hospital modern 
In every 
respect and of 
sufficient 
size to accom m odate everyone 
re­ 
quiring hospital advantages. 
“Such an Institution would be a 
valuable asset and a source of pride 
lo all loyal citizens,”

the express company, 
says a letter from the railroad com­ 
mission. 
McWilliams’s contention to 
commission was that Santa Ana has 
far outgrown the free delivery lim­ 
its that have been in effect in this 
city for many years. 
At this time, the American Ex­ 
press in Santa Ana delivers pack­ 
ages sent by express free to points 
within the fololwlng bounds: 
Bounds Described 
On the east: the Santa Fe traces. 
On the north: Washington avenue 
from Ross to the S. P. tracks, ex- 
cepting that 
delivery is made 
on 
Main street to Seventeenth street. 
On the west: from Washington to 
Fifth, and from First street 
south, 
Ross street is the west line. 
The 
end of the HOO 
blocks 
on 
West 
Fourth and West Fifth streets, and 
the end of the 900 blocks on First. 
Second and Third streets are 
the 
limits. 
On the south: the end of the 500 
block on South Main, the end of the 
400 block on Orange, Cypress, South 
Sycamore, South Broadway, South 
Birch and South Ross. 
At the express office it was stated 
this morning that the present free 
delivery area 
cannot be extended 
without putting on another wagon. 
The office here 
uses two wagons, 
one for delivery only and one for 
“making” the trains and perishable 
fruits delivery. It was stated that 
both wagons have all they can pos­ 
sibly do. 
Here’s Railroad Board Letter 
McWilliams’s letter from the rail­ 
road commission has the following: 
‘The free delivery limits of the 
express company are voluntarily es­ 
tablished and are supposed to cover 
the territory 
which 
its

would warrant. After these delivery 
limits are established they are de­ 
fined and published in a tariff filed 
with the railroad commission, and 
the carrier is then required to treat 
all patrons within the confines of 
the free delivery limits without dis­ 
crimination.

The psychological purpose back of 
the methods used in- the new state 
textbook 
on 
arithmetic were 
ex 
plained last evening at a meeting of 
the 
grammar school 
principals of 
this county. 
The principals met at 
Fullerton. 
The speaker was Mr. Belford, a 
representative of the Rand, McNally 
company, publisher of Thomdyke’s 
arithmetic, which has been adopted 
by the state board of education as 
the textbook for the state. 
The book has been in use in Or­ 
ange county schools this year, and it 
has developed 
that a 
good many 
teachers 
have 
found 
themselves 
somewhat mystified and disappoint­ 
ed I nthe course of lessons as laid 
down In the book. 
It appears, according to the speak­ 
er last evening, that Thomdyke ap­ 
proaches his subject rather with the 
“assim ilation” Idea than with the 
old-time set style of teaching under 
given headings. 
The old method 
was to teach fractions all at one 
time. Decimals would also be round­ 
ed up all at once. 
In the new book 
problems are given involving some 
phase of arithmetic unknown to the 
student. 
For instance, 
a laundry 
bill shows six collars charged at two 
and a half cents apiece.

NEED SIMPLIFIED TAXES

Aside from a tax being fair, the chief require­ 
ments perhaps are that it shall be simple in applica­ 
tion and easy of collection. 
The present income tax 
even has its essential fairness questioned. 
In the 
two requirements mentioned, it is notoriously defec­ 
tive. 
Senator Smoot of Utah was recently informed 
that he owed the government $ 3 ,0 0 0 on his 1917 
taxes. 
There was no presumption of intentional tax- 
dodging. 
The senator had done his best to make oui 
a correct return. 
He thought he knew something 
about taxation 
He is rated as a tax expert in con­ 
gress. 
Moreover, he submiUed his 1917 return, at 
the time it was made, to the official expert of the 
Senate finance committee and the official expert of 
the treasury department. 
All three men, it now ap­ 
pears, failed to understand the tax law in that case. 
It has been misunderstood in thousands of other 
cases, because of its complexity. 
It is perhaps the 
most difficult tax to apply that there has ever been 
in this country. 
Now that congress is engaged in 
overhauling the taxation system, it should do a thor­ 
ough job an;' make the law simple enough to be un­ 
derstood by a citizen of average intelligence and col- 
lec.ed without delay or controversy.
